Al Iniguez, the Vice President 
of Area Operations for the Postal 
Service's Pacific Area will unveil 
the stamp to recognize and pas 
tribute to this courageous and 
dedicated leader who advocated 
nonviolent social change. Joining 
Iniguez at the ceremony will be 
Lieutenant Governor Cruz Bus- 
tamante and Helen Chavez. wife 
of Cesar Chavez. 

“The Cesar E. Chavez com- 
memorative postage stamp pays 
spectal tribute to this great hu- 
manitartan, labor leader, and 
American.” said Iniguez.

“Remembering the 
Past to Create Our Future, Arti- 
facts by the UFW, at Il am. a 
Chavez film documentary in the 
Plaza theater from 1] a.m. to 3 
p.m.: and a public festival, with 
music, dance and retrospective 
remarks by community leaders 
from 5 p.m. to 8 p.m. 

The significance of Chavez's 
life transcends any one cause or 
struggle. He stood for equality, 


justice and dignity for all Ameri- 


cans. The Cesar E. Chavez stamp 
ceremony on the LOth anniversary 
of his passing to honor his life's 
work and legacy continues to in- 
spire millions. The unveiling and 
issuance of a stamp in his honor 
is a tribute to Chavez's signifi- 
cance and impact on the Ameri- 
can landscape.

La fuerte crítica a la corrup- 
ción que se volvió una forma de 
vida en el partido ex-oficial de 
México, el Revolucionario Insti- 
tucional, PRI, podría también es- 
tar presente en la campaña pre- 
sidencial de Vicente Fox. 

Es por eso que las noticias de 
la guerra en Irak que desde el 
inicio del mes pasado dominaron 
los titulares de la prensa mundial, 
han tenido en México estos úl- 
timos días un importante com- 
petidor: la noticia de los fondos 
económicos recibidos por los 
“Amigos de Fox” para financiar 
su campaña electoral, previa al 
famoso 2 de julio de 2000. 

De acuerdo con el legislador 
Fidel Herrera, representante del 
PRI ante el IFE, (el Instituto Fe- 
deral Electoral), dichas aportacio- 
nes podrían ascender a cuando 
menos, 500 millones de pesos y 
no a 90 millones como lo han se- 
ñalado anteriormente los “Ami- 
gos de Fox”. 

El priísta basa sus afirma- 
ciones en las declaraciones de los 
- representantes de los “Amigos de 
Fox” durante la campaña presi- 
dencial a la prensa, asícomo a di- 
versos escritores que en sus libros 
se refierieron a la entonces cam- 
paña del candidato presidencial. 

“Se tiene ya la base para de- 
cir que en la campaña presidencial 
de Vicente Fox se violó la norma 
electoral, basta saber ahora cuál 
es el monto exacto”, declaró He- 
rrera a la prensa mexicana la se- 
mana pasada. Para este legislador 
priísta, el único que puede aclarar 
estas cuentas es el propio Pre- 
sidente Vicente Fox. 

Herrera no está de acuerdo 
con el planteamiento de una multa 
por 180 millones de pesos en 
relación con este caso. Señaló que 


el IFE debe investigar el fondo de 
las operaciones que financiaron la 
campaña de Fox. 

El 15 de mayo del año 2002, 
la “Comisión de Fiscalización del 
IFE”, estuvo de acuerdo en reabrir 
el caso del presunto financiamien- 
to del extranjero a la campaña del 
candidato a la presidencia por la 
“Alianza por el Cambio”, Vicente 
Fox. 

Si se comprobaran dichas 
irregularidades. el PAN podría ha- 
cerse acreedor a una sanción eco- 
nómica. 

Se menciona como a una de 
las empresas que dio el finan- 
ciamiento fue “Dehydration Tech- 
nologies Belgium S.A.” que re- 
sultó ser una corporación fantas- 
ma, a la cual indaga ya la policía 
belga. De acuerdo con la Cámara 
de Comercio y la Industria de 
Bélgica. la empresa desapareció 
del país tras registrar préstamos 
no pagados y pérdidas millona- 
rias. Los documentos indican que 
dicha empresa presentó en 1997 
su última declaración de im- 
puestos. 

En mayo de 2002.como parte 
de las investigaciones del IFE, el 
Instituto requirió a la Comisión 
Nacional Bancaria y de Valores, 
(la CNBV) documentación que 
no fue entregada debido a la pre- 
sentación de diez amparos sobre 
el caso.

Some say that we already live 
in the “other America.” We don't 
quite agree, though we do believe 
that we are one election away 
from that reality, from living in an 
America familiar to many of us 
in futuristic novels or movies ... 
an America many of us had hoped 
would never arrive. 

The America that most 
Americans are familiar with 1s the 
one associated with the American 
dream, democracy, the land of lib- 
erty, equality, and rights and free- 
doms for all. It is a nation admired 
by many throughout the world. 
The other America is the one of 
shadows, secrecy and silence. and 
all that is antithetical to an open. 
free and democratic society. It is 
where inequality thrives. 

Sometimes this other America 
has existed out in the open. At 
other times, it has been remanded 
to the smoke-filled back rooms of 
society because it exists in con- 
tradiction to all that America is 
supposed to stand for. 

That other America has ex- 
isted throughout history and ts 
associated with genocide, land 
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and sexes. Since the end of World 
War IT, it has also been assocrajed 
abroad with staging military 
coups. fomenting insurrections, 
and the support of brutal and re- 
pressive military dictatorships. 
(Rarely has the United States 
helped overthrow repressive re- 
gimes, unless they cross U.S. am- 
bitions). For that reason, many 
throughout the world despise 
America. Yet all that has been 
cloak-and-dagger stuff. Now, 
post-Sept, 11, the Bush/Cheney 
administration is seeking to legiti- 
mize and institutionalize that 
other America. 

Yet no one elected Bush/ 
Cheney to bring about this other 
America, one increasingly asso- 
ciated with secret government and 
military world dominance. They 
did win the election, but did not 
garner the most votes. Further, 
neither of them campaigned with 
the idea of turning this country 
into an imperial nation where the 
Constitution is discarded in the 
name of “national security.” A 
majority of Americans may in fact 
be supportive of such aims but, 


thus far, there's been no referen-

The clear mandate that the 
president received post-Sept. 11 
had to do with seeking justice for 
the perpetrators, not for creating 
this other America. 

The truth is: The 2004 elec- 
tions will in fact constitute that 
national referendum. If Bush and 
Cheney are re-elected, here is 
what the “other America” will 
look like: 

The other America 

In this America, the United 
States is the world's dominant 
military, political and economic 
power. As a result, it reserves the 
right to: 

— pre-emptively destroy any 
nation that seeks to challenge its 
dominant position (the Bush Doc- 
trine, adopted by the current ad- 
ministration in September 2002); 

— depose any government 
(or its leaders) it does not like (the 
axis of evil) and replace it with 
one that meets our approval, while 
liberating their peoples; 

— pre-emptively attack na- 
tions in possession of (or that it 
suspects 1s in the process of) 
building or acquiring weapons of 
mass destruction not approved by 
the United States (Iraq); 

— arbitrarily attack any na- 
tion it sees as supporting or har- 
boring terrorism or oppress’ 1g 
women (Afghanistan); 

- impose U.S.-style democ- 
racy anywhere in the world. 

Additionally, it reserves the 
right to: unilaterally reject all in- 

Astpational treaties (Kyoto, ABM. 
AP Dakonal, criminal GOUT, Gy). 
write its own international rules 
and abide or ignore them as it sees 
fit, and withdraw from the U.N. 
at any time. 

On the home front, the 
United States reserves the right 
to: 

— create suspect lists to iden- 
tify and ferret out internal en- 
emies; 

— clamp down on dissent and 
limit privacy, individual rights and 
freedoms; 

— completely revamp the 
system of justice in which pre- 
sumption of innocence and the 
U.S. Bill of Rights take a backseat 
to securing the homeland; 

— write new laws to enable 
the government to stay within the 
law to allow it to carry out the 
above (Patriot Act I and II). 

The polls say that while most 
of the world is hostile to President 
Bush, most Americans support 
him. Whether that translates into 
support for the other America that 
Bush/Cheney/Rumsfeld/Rice/

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Persiste discriminación Cómo ahorrar energía 


de vivienda a pesar de 
ser prohibida

Washington, D.C.(EFE).- A 
pesar de las leyes que prohíben la 
discriminación en la vivienda, 
cada año miles de hispanos son 
víctimas de estas prácticas ile- 
gales, sin embargo pocos denun- 
cian esta situación, indica un 
nuevo estudio nacional. 

Aunque este mes se conme- 
mora la legislación federal esta- 
blecida hace 35 años para eliminar 
la discriminación en la vivienda, 
la Alianza Nacional de Vivienda 
Justa (NFHA, en inglés) informa 
que muchas personas desconocen 
lo que estipula esta ley y no la 
hacen valer. 

“Treinta y cinco años después 
de la aprobación del Acta de Jus- 
ticia en la Vivienda, la discrimi- 
nación persiste, y menos del | por 
ciento de las víctimas denuncian 
estas ilegalidades”, manifestó el 
miércoles la presidente de la 
NFHA, Shanna Smith. 

La organización, que agrupa 
a más de 100 entidades no 
lucrativas de vivienda del país. 
señaló que varios estudios indican 
que muchas personas desconocen 
sus derechos bajo esta legislación 
y que otros, a pesar de estar in- 
formados, deciden no denunciar 
los incidentes de discriminación. 

Además, un informe de la 
Universidad de George Washing- 
ton, indicó que incluso una gran 
parte de quienes sí quieren de- 
nunciar un abuso, no lo hacen 
porque estiman que no lograrán 
ningún resultado frente a las 
autoridades. 

Esta legislación, que fue 
aprobada como resultado del 
movimiento de los derechos civi- 
les, prohíbe la discriminación en 
el alquiler o compra de vivienda 
en base a la raza, discapacidad 
física, nacionalidad, religión o 
situación familiar. 

Según la NFHA, la mayoría 
de los casos de discriminación se 
dan en base a la raza, discapa- 
cidad, situación familiar y na- 
cionalidad. 

Un caso común para los 
hispanos, se refleja en la situación 
que vivió Ana Ramírez, cuando 
buscó alquilar un condominio de 
600 dólares en Toledo (Ohio). 

Denunciar discriminación 

“Cuando llamé para solicitar 
el condominio, me dijeron que era 
un gran lugar para vivir y que 
tenía muchas ventajas”, explicó 
Ramírez, quien solicitó una cita 
para el siguiente día. 

“Al final de la conversación 
la representante del sitio dijo que 
no se admitían niños y que no po- 
drían darme el apartamento cuan- 
do dije que yo tenía una niña”, 
relató la madre. 

“Sin embargo yo sé que es 
ilegal negarle la vivienda a una 
persona simplemente porque tiene 
hijos”, agregó Ramírez, quien 
conocía sus derechos porque 
trabaja en una agencia de vivienda 
en Ohio. 

Según el director de progra- 
mas de vivienda del Centro de 
Recursos Centroamericanos en 
Washington, Raúl Rodríguez, a 
diferencia de Ramírez, muchos 
latinos desconocen cuales son sus 
derechos cuando van a alquilar o 
comprar una vivienda y por eso 
no denuncian los abusos. 

“Además para muchos, aun- 
que sepan cuáles son sus derechos 
no saben como protegerlos o a 
donde acudir para colocar una 
denuncia”, explicó Rodríguez, 
quien ayudó a residentes de Wash- 
ington a presentar 28 querellas de 
discriminación ante el Departa- 


mento de Vivienda y Desarrollo 
Urbano (HUD). 

El promotor agregó que di- 
ficultades con el idioma o temores 
migratorios. hacen desistir a 
muchos hispanos cuando enfren- 
tan una situación de discrimina- 
ción y fomentan que los dueños 
de casas o apartamentos los tomen 
como “víctimas fáciles”. 

Rodríguez recomendó que 
cualquier persona que siente que 
ha sido discriminada presente una 
denuncia ante su oficina local de 
HUD y pida una investigación. o 
que solicite ayuda de una organ!

Earthquakes open 2003 season with 2-1 win 


Denver, CO — The San Jose 
Earthquakes won their season 
opener on the road for the third 
consecutive year, as they defeated 
the Colorado Rapids 2-1 at 
Invesco Field at Mile High.

$45.000) The way that it works, 
is the city extends short-term fi- 
nancing to developers that is con- 
verted into down payment assis- 
tance loans for homebuyers. Ap- 
plicants must be able to qualify 
for a first mortgage and cannot 
have owned a home in the past 
three years. The maximum in- 
come limits for this program are 
$88.600 for one person and 
$101.300 for two people. (If 
you're making $88,600 should 
you qualify for government assis- 
tance?) 

So, if you're looking for a 
house and don’t have a rich uncle 
who can help you with the down 
payment, you can go to your 
Uncle Sam. (As long as it’s ina 
new development) 

Curiously this city sponsored 
| program is not restricted to San 
| Josedtésidents; Someone moving 
“PONT Presno has”as much access 

to this program as someone who 
has rented and lived in San Jose 
for ten years! 

Questions to consider: Why 
does this program only apply to 
new developments? Why does the 
city loan money to the developer, 
rather than the homebuyer? 
Shouldn't the citizens of San Jose 
have first priority to a program 
that they helped pay for with their 
taxes? 

One proposed solution to the 
housing crunch that is rapidly 
gaining support is the plan to con- 
vert industrial property into resi- 
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dential. Two large sites in North 
San Jose (one owned by Palm and 
the other by Cisco) are considered 
prime candidates for such a con- 
version. The problem is that the 


city government is reluctant to give - 


up prime revenue generating prop- 
erty for housing, and housing re- 
quires that city services be pro- 
vided. 

In a recent article by Sharon 
Simonson, published by the San 
Jose Business Journal, Council 
member Chuck Reed, who repre- 
sents the area is reported as saying 
that, “city planning policies gen- 
erally are based on the understand- 
ing that homes yield less revenue 
to the city than it costs the city to 
provide them police and fire pro- 
tection, libraries and the like. That 
assumption may no longer be true, 
given the inerease in Silicon Val- 
ley-hame values (and), the loss in 
Valuewf industrialproperties...” 

It seems a contradiction, that 
the city will loan money to devel- 
opers to assist people with their 
down payments, but hesitate to al- 
low private developers to build on 
industrial space because of the 
need to provide basic city services. 

The only way to reduce the 
price of housing is to increase its 
supply. 

Perhaps housing would be 
more affordable if the city govern- 
ing would concentrate on provid- 


ing basic city services rather than | 


underwriting and promoting loan 
programs that benefit the rich and 
the few.
